Bailro*d» Gather it Together to B* Sold 


In Pltttborgh mud ElMwhm. 


Nothing; goes to waste on a big rail- 


road, and every scrap of iron and much 
second-hand material is valued at a 
fixed price and carried on the books as 
so much stock on hand. The system 
followed by the storekeeper's depart- 
ment of one railroad is a sample of 
many. The second-hand metals are 
gathered and placed in piles, regularly 
assorted. Then they are classified by 
the foreman and taken into stock by 
the storekeeper or assistant. Them 
are regular schedules—one of material 
which can be used again, which is de-i 
nominated "second-hand," and an an- 
other of m&terial which has to bo, 
melted before it can be used, which is 
known as "scrap." 


The classes arc 
arranged, says

Much 
of it goes to Pittsburgh, Cincinnati 
and such points. Orders for as high a-j 
1 


600,000 pounds of one kind of material 
are occasionally received from single 
firms. 


Most of the second-hand material is 


used over again in the shops, bnt it is 
previously taken on the books at a 
fixed price by the storekeeper and is 
charged np to the account of the ar- 
ticles for which It la used. All usable 
No. 1 wrought Iron 1» received and 
charged np atone and one-quarter cent! 
a pound and cast iron at one cent.

Inconsistent with what Is herein contained. 
It remains to acquaint you with the present 
conclusions upon the facts embodied in Mr. 
Bleunfs report, and to direct your course in 
accordance therewith. 
The provisional government was not estab- 
lished by the Hawaiian people or with their 
consent or acquiescence, nor has it since ex- 
isted with their consent. The queen refused 
to surrender her powers to the provisional gov- 
ernment until convinced that the minister of 
the United States had recognized it as the de 
faoto-eutttorlty and would support-and defend 
It with the military toroe of the United States, 
and that resistance woujd precipitate a bloody 
conflict with the United Staten forces. She 
was advised and assured by her ministers, 
and by the leaders of the movement for the 
overthrow of her government, that if she sur- 
rendered under protest her case would after- 
ward be fairly considered by the president of 
the United States. 
The queen anally wisely yielded to the armed 
forces of the United States then quartered In 
BonoUilu, relying upon the good f althand honor 
of the president, when informed ot what had 
occurred, to undo the action et the minister 
and reinstate h»r and the authority whloh she 
claimed as the constitutional sovereign of the 
Hawaiian-islands 
After a patient examination of Mr. Blount1* 


reports, the president is satisfied that the 
movement against the queen, if not Instigated, 
was encouraged »nd supported by the repre- 
sentattve of this government at Honolulu: 
that hrfpromlsed In advaaee to aid her enemies 
in an ejtarl to overthrow the government of the 
KiwlUKt islands and set up by force the new 
government In Its place, and that he kept this 
promise by causing >a detachment of troops 
to be landed from the United States s.hlp Bos- 
ton, on.the Ulh ot January, and by recognis- 
ing the provisional government the next day 
when It was too feeble to defend Itself, and the 
constitutional government was able success- 
fully to maintain its authority against any 
threatening force other than that of the United 
Statesakeadjr landed. 
The president has therefore determined that 


he will not send back to'tbe senate for Its ac- 
tion thereon tho treaty which he withdrew 
from thai! body for further consideration on 
the 8th day of March last. On your arrival at 
Honolulu you will Uke advantage ot an early 
opportunity to intern! the queen ot this deter- 
mination, making known to her the presi- 
dent's sincere regret that the reprehensi- 
ble conduct of the American minister and the 
unauthorized presence on land of a military 
force of the United States obliged her to sur- 
render her sovereignty for the time being, and 
rely on the 'justice of this government to 
undo .the flagrant wrong. 
You will, how- 
ever, at the same time Inform the queen, 
that when reinstated, the president eipects 
that ahe will pursue a magnanimous eourse 
by granting lull amnesty to all who partici- 
pated In the movement against her, Including 
persons who are, or who have been, officially or 
otherwise, toimected with the provisional gov- 
ernment, depriving'them ot no right or prlvl- 
lege-whlch-they enjoyed before the so-called rev- 
olution.

President Cleveland's ad- 
ministration will stand on the same 
basis, when finished, and a compari 
son can then be made by those who 
care to do it, either from a private or 
public standpoint. 


"I have been asked hundreds of times 


to comment upon the Hawaiian mat- 
ter, but I have not had anything to 
Bay except in a public message to con- 
gress, and my views are all well known 
or ought to be from these expressions. 
There is one thing certain, and that is 
that the Hawaiian controversy can 
take care of itself. It has abundant 
supporters of all shades of opinion, and 
what oujfht to be done will be dona."

KANSAS CUT, Mo, Dec 19 —A flre 


broke out in the air-cunhion of the ele- 
vator in the Times' building at 9 80 
last nlfrht, probably from spai ks from 
a grounded, electric wire, and in a

A dozen men in the editorial rooms

Thoasands of people had collected 


and there was intense excitement 


In jumping from the bottom of the 


escape to the pavement Sam Salvert, a 
printer, had both feet badly crushed.
